There are 12 locomotives, 31 freight cars, 21 third class coaches, and 2 first 
and s:cond class coaches being used on the line. 


4. The railway from Chiamussu to the Hokang mines, 85 kilometirs in. length, has: 
been removed by the Soviets. ; : 


5. A highway extends north fron Chiamussu to Fenghvangchen 130-50, 47-387 though 
the Hokang coal mine area, a distance of 140 kilometers, a:d south (from 
Fenghuangchen or from Chiamussu?) to Tachinchien flachinkerg, 13045, 46~20°/, 
a distance of 100 kilomatera. Another highway runs westwa:d_along the Sungari 
River to Tlan (129-33, 46-19) and eastward to Chihsienchen /131-18, 46-45/. 
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There are three air routes from Chiamussu: to Fuchin (131-59, 47-14), 140 kilometers; 
to Ilan, 75 kilometers; and to Poli (130-30, 45-45), 110 kilometers. Planes 

are often seen flying over Chiamussu but there is no regular schedule of flights 

to am of the places named. 


Chiamussu can be reached from Tungchiang (132-29, 47-39) and Fuchin by steamboat 
and junk, ; 

At Lienchiangkou (130-18, 46-52) all boats are st:opped and icspected. “any 
boats have been commandeered for military use on the lower (.pper?) Sungari. 
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two Soviet boats, the Yalipo and the Kolinor (C.divse phoneticisations), 
ved at *ungchiang with 7,700 small drums of gasoline and 14 machines for 
pulling up railroad tracks. A Chinese Communist Political C uncil member re- 
celved the shipment and entertained the Soviet officers in c«-rge. These sane 
beats moved to luchin and took on soya beans ami Kaoliang fc the return trip to 
Soviet territory. , 
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
